BRITISH SUGGEST ROLE FOR U. S. IN RESCUING EUROPE. 


An important article, supposedly reflecting in a broad "way 
the views held by the British Government, is contributed to the 
current week’s issue of the London Spectator by its editor, John 
St. Loe Straehey. 
Under the caption, “An Appeal to America,” 
the editor propounds a plan for world settlement 
under three 
headings as follows: 
First. 
Get Great Britain’s debt to America funded. 
Second. 
Ask America to assist in ascertaining the amount 
of reparations Germany is able to pay, and induce France to ac­ 
cept that sum by undertaking to co-operate in the defense of 
France against German aggression. 
Third. 
America and England then to inaugurate some sys­ 
tem of international legal tender, permitting resumption of in­ 
ternational exchange on a sound basis. 
Upon the promise that the Dew year holds a dark outlook un­ 
less the mechanism of commerce is stabilized, and that the es­ 
sential to this is fixing the reparations irrevocably, without which 
he says there can be no recovery for Germany or, indeed, for the j 
whole world. Mr. Straehey submits that the reparations problem j 
is insoluable without a preliminary agreement in regard to the 1 
inter-allied indebtedness. 
He suggests that Chancellor of the Exchequer Baldwin, who 
is nowr on his way to the United States, tell the Washington Gov­ 
ernment plainly that he has come to pay and, like a bank official, 
ask the Americans “how they will take it.” Thus it would be for 
the Americans and not the British to propose a plan f°r funding 
the debt in a manner suiting them best and causing the least 
possible inconvenience to the world’s money markets. 
Having by such funding placed herself in the position of a 
creditor nation, the editor continues, England should approach j 
America with a request for joint action to settle the inter-allied 
indebtedness and for advice concerning the reparations problem. 
England should frankly recognize, however, he adds, that the 
American system of government precludes alliances and that 
America dreads diplomatic entanglements.

BRITISH SUGGEST ROLE KOR I . S. IN RESCUING El ROPE. 


An important article, supposedly reflecting in a broad way 
the views held by the British Government, is contributed to the 
current week’s issue of the London Spectator by its editor, John 
St. boe Strachey. 
Under the caption, “An Appeal to America,” 
the editor propounds a plan for world settlement 
under 
three 
headings as follows: 
First. 
Get Great Britain’s debt to America funded. 
Second. 
Ask America to assist in ascertaining the amount 
of reparations Germany is able to pay, and induce France to ac­ 
cept that sum by undertaking to co-operate in the defense of 
France against German aggressions 
Third. 
America and England then to inaugurate some sys­ 
tem of international legal tender, permitting resumption of in­ 
ternational exchange on a sound basis. 
Upon the promise that the new year holds a dark outlook un­ 
less the mechanism of commerce is stabilized, and that the es­ 
sential to this is fixing the reparations irrevocably, without which 
he says there can be no recovery for Germany or, indeed, for the 
whole world. 
Mr. Strachey submits that the reparations problem 
is insoluable without a preliminary agreement in regard to the 
inter-allied indebtedness. 
He suggests that Chancellor of the Exchequer Baldwin, who 
is now on his way to the United States, tell the Washington Gov­ 
ernment plainly that he has come to pay and. like a bank official, 
ask the Americans “how they will take it.” Thus it would be for 
the Americans and not the British to propose a plan f° r funding 
the debt in a manner suiting them best and causing the least 
possible inconvenience to the world’s money markets. 
Having by such funding placed herself in the position of a 
creditor nation, the editor continues, England should approach 
America with a request for joint action to settle the inter-allied 
indebtedness and for advice concerning the reparations problem. 
England should frankly recognize, however, he adds, that the 
American system of government precludes alliances and that 
America dreads diplomatic entanglements.

These considerations and a strong 
ion v lotion that terms of state elective i 
‘len itiv e officers should be four years j 
‘ach, and to avoid all possible polit- j 
cal complications, should be restrict- j 
id to a single tenure, impel me to I 
irge action by the gene-al assem bly i 
thereby 
the question of amending 
the constitution to provide for such 
sxtention of terms of office m a y be 
submitted to the citizens 
for their 
consideration at the next election. 


Reorganization 
Plan. 
In the new system of adm inistrative 
operation 
of the 
state 
government, 
known as the reorganization plan, a 
new epoch Is marked in the history OI 
Ohio’s management of its public af- 1 
lairs. 
A year and a half's operation j 
of it has firmly and clearly distill- j 
guishcd its substantial merit and its 
vast superiority o\er the old order, j 
The results it has accomplished have 
been striking. 
They are to be found 
In every branch of the state work j 
and though in many instances sw eep­ 
ing in degree ami scope, there is ani 
pie assurance that it will yield in- 
{Teasingly higher benefits to the pub­ 
lic in improved, larger and more eco- : 
com ical service as succeeding admin- j 
istrations make the most of its posai- j 
butties. 
I have already alluded to the stu- j 
pendous balance in the general rev­ 
enue fund which we are able to traca 
mit to our successor in office, and the 
direct opportunity it afford* for an < 
im m ediate large cut in taxes. 
That 
balance represents at least in large 
part direct .savings in state expenses j 
•which the new plan has permitted. 
In 
that respect It stands as an immedi­ 
ate promise of continuing economics 
and further relief to the public. 
If legislative appropriations can by « 
exceeded by public officials with im 
punity. knowing that any deficit will 
be met by the state, our system of 
legislative check over adm inistrative 
finances fails largely of its purpose. , 
Yet, such check is one of the basic ' 
safety provisions of our governmental 
system . 
By m eans of the new budget con­ 
trol. that check has been m ade to 
etar.d a s a real limitation upon ex­ 
penditures, and upon this precedent 
there is cause to build the hope thai 
the household of the sta te of Ohio 
h as finally arrived at the point where 
deficiencies are permanently avoided 
Workmen’s Compenstion. 
The progress made in the last two

A large part of that program 
I has been carried into execution. 
It Is 
! in this direct connection of the farm er 
with his market that much of the lat- 
I ter's hope for a permanently safe mar- 
1 gin of profit as well a s the consumer s 
I assurance of reasonably priced pro- 
’ duce is to be found. 
An exceedingly important work ha* 
• been undertaken to obtain for Ohio 
! agricultural products 
recognition of 
j their excell'ng quality in the m arkets 
of the state and nation 
Through it, 
Ohio fruit and vegetables are to be 
standardized 
through 
co-operative 
shippers' associations and state farm 
organizations, under a uniform "Buck­ 
eye brand." 
In the control of plant pests and 
animal diseases, two of the great men­ 
aces which constantly jeopardize the 
farmer's work, the state has proceed­ 
ed into a largely extended scope rn 
activity. 
In dealing with tubercular 
cattle, we saw to it that the sam e 
tests of stan d a*> were applied to state 
herds as those which private herds 
were required to pass. 
There is not 
a tubercular animal in any state herd. 
A determined fight along gigantic j 
proportions w as launched to cope with 
the European corn borer, the most 
dangerous plant pest threatening Ohio 
today. 
A 20,000-acre tract of land in Scioto 
county, bought from hunting license 
funds and without expense to the tax­ 
payer. forms the beginning of a new- 
work in Ohio toward conservation aud 
rebuilding of natural resources. 


Road 
Building. 
Ohio 
has 
completed 
a 
biennium 
which places this state by far in the 
lead among all American states in in­ 
tensive and extensive road building 
work during any sim ilar period. 
The 
two years saw exactly I,SOO miles add­ 
ed to the state's improved highway 
system, increasing it nearly 50 pei 
cent. 
The policy pursued throughout—one 
that differed radically from that pre­ 
viously pursued— w as 
to 
undertake 
construction only of such roads as 
would produce 
the largest puasible 
continuous mileage rather than build­ 
ing short isolated stretches discon­ 
nected from the rest of the system 
It should be pointed out that there 
ehould never be any return to the 
latter sort of method, a s it gives the 
public practically no return in service 
for the money spent. 
Because it has been our firm convic­ 
tion, based on Ohio's past experience 
and every principal of common sense, 
that the cause of permanent economy 
and utmost service iu road building 
operations can be served only by ad­ 
hering to strong, enduring type of 
construction on h e a v i l y traveled high­ 
ways, and thus keep down 
mainte­ 
nance cost to the lowest point. 
Cheaper types of construction are of 
rouree desirable on other than the 
heavy arteries, but even these should 
be built In the first place with a view 
not 
only to today's traffic require­ 
ments. but in anticipation of what 
they will be two or three year* hence. 
The present manner of distributing 
cost of road construction over state, 
county aud abutting prope: y owner 
now frequently leads to gross injue-
